For the club's Conservation Committee, operating for the last three years under 


wraps, has been persuaded to try to give 
club members a general picture of some of 
the major conservation matter which it 
studies and discusses, and on which it 
makes resolutions and recommendations to 
the Board of Directors. 

The advent of a new Congress makes the 
January 11 meeting an opportune time to 
give this public meeting information on 
several major matters affecting National 
Parks and Forests and national conserva= 
tion interests on which legislative ac- 
tion is indicated, 

The time allowed will permit. the pre~ 
sentation of but a very few of the im- 
portant matters which are found on the 
agenda of the regular monthly meeting of 
the Conservation Committee. 

Local matters will not be oer Looked, 
and a special treat is in store for those 
who hear the interesting talk by Dick 
Leonard, and see the Kodachrome slides on 
the proposed South Calaveras Grove State 
Park, The current. status of the Butano 
Forest situation will also be outlined, 
Problems of the wilderness, including the 
effect of the dams proposed in Grand Can- 
yon and Glacier National Parks, and in 
the High 
as the steps the Sierra Club and other 
national conservation organizations may 
take to meet such issues, 

It is planned, should this meeting be 
successful, to make it an annual occur- 
rence, The suggestion has. been made that 
hereafter it be timed for California’ 
Conservation Week, usually held in March.

The Bay Chapter has over’ 3000 members, 
and the Library--a club activity, to be 
sure, but don't all Chapter members. belong 
to the Sierra Club?--is entitled to all 


‘the help necessary to keep the Library in 


good shape. Some of the committee believe 
that the club must have a paid librarian 
to keep on even keel, It is my belief 
that volunteers can handle this work if 
they only will do so--and let the funds 


_of the club be used for conservation pur- 


poses which cannot be handled on a volun- 
teer basis.
